SIAM. 


SIAM, (native name Thai, ‘Ae free, or Muang 
Thai, the kingdom of the free) the chief state of 
Indo-China, is bounded on the South by the 
Gulf of Siam and the Malay Peninsula. On 
the West, North and East the frontier line is 
ill-defined and fluctuating, owing to the many 
tribes being only partially under subjection, 
and to the constant wars of aggrandizement be- 
tween Siam-and the Malayan and Burmese 
races on the West, and the Cambodian and 
Cochin- Chinese races on the East. It is about 
I 209 miles in length, 350 in breadth, with an 
area of about 290,000 square miles, and a pop- 
ulation of 5,000,000. The Kingdom consists 
of 41 provinces, each governed by a Phaga, or 
functionary of the highest rank. Siam pays 
tribute to China, but only as a matter of usage 
and convenience, for it receives from that 
country more than a return in the remission 
of duties upon Siamese vessels bound to 
Chinese ports. 

The government is a thorough despotism, 
subject to no restraint except the apprehen- 
sion of a popular tumult or foreign invasion. 
The King is considered almost, if not alto- 
gether, in the light of a deity, and addressed 
as such, Next in rank, but immeasurably 
below him isthe Wang Na or Viceroy, one ot 
the most exalted princes, chosen by the K’ing at 
his accession, to assist him in his duties. The 
crown is hereditary,but without primogeniture, 
being bequeathed, with the sanction of princes 
and nobles to any son of the Queen. But 
intrigue and violence have often diverted the 
succession from the high royal line. The 
Queen consort, the wife supreme among hun- 
dreds, must be of native and royal blood ; and 
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she is by frightful barriers and penalties kept 
from all possible intercourse with an inferior 
of the other sex. She never becomesa regent 
or takes any part in political affairs, but is treat- 
ed with the utmost deference. She has a 
separate court in which appear the princesses, 
former and present, who, not allowed to mar- 
ty beneath them, rarely marry at all. She has 
her female guards in uniform and arms. The 
second King or viceroy has also a separate 
palace, seraglio, officers, retainers and sol- 
diers, only second to those of the first. Tho’ 
never appearing at the audiences of the no-

bles with the senior King, his opinion and 
sanction are sought on important state policy, 
and his name is associated in treaties. Both 
the present monarchs can speak and write 
English, 

The Siamese are members of the great 
Mongolian family, and of the same race as 
the people of Burmah and Anam. They have 
a lighter colored skin than the West Asiatics, 
but darker than the Chinese ; and all classes 
delight in heightening their complexions by 
the use of turmeric. Their faces are broad 
and flat, with round prominent cheek-bones, 
a small nose obtusely pointed, a large mouth 
with rather thick lips, small black eyes, a low 
forehead, very scanty beard, and black hair, 
of which all that they allow to grow is a tuft 
about two inches long on the top of the head, 
the rest being shaven off, They are remark- 
ably fond of jewels and ornaments, and the 
dresses of the higher functionaries and nobles 
are splendid and beautiful. The costume of 
the people is very simple, consisting, in both 
sexes, of a cotton or silk cloth of dark éolor 
wrapped around the hips, with the ends passed 
between the thighs, tucked in at both ends, 
and ascending below the knees. They uni- 
versally stain the teeth with an indelible black 
die, and the better classes permit the finger 
nails to grow to an enormous length. The 
Siamese are gentle, timid, careless and almost 
passionless. They differ in several respects 
from many Eastern nations. Lying, though 
frequently resorted to as a protection against 
injustice and oppression, is not a natural char- 
acteristic. They are inclined to be idle, in- 
constant and exacting ; but they are sincere, 
very affectionate in their domestic relations, 
witty in conversation and like the Chinese, 
experts in mimicry. They will not kill verm- 
in or serpents, and the tameness of many 
creatures thatin Europe flee from the presence 
of man, is observed by all strangers. The 
Siamese are extremely ceremonious in their 
intercourse with one another. An inferior 
crouches and crawls on the ground before a 
dignitary and speaks of himself as ‘‘ your 
slave—a hair—a little beast.” 

Marriages take place as early as eighteen 
for males and fourteen for females, without 
the aid of magistrate or priest, though the lat- 
ter may be present to make prayers, and es- 
pecially to feast and receivé presents. The 
number of wives, ordinarily one, in the pal- 
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aces reaches scores and hundreds; but the 
first is the wife proper, to whom the rest are 
subject. The wife rarely goes out with the| 
husband and always in the rear. Among the 
elite she does not eat with him, but serves, 
crouched on knees and elbows. The ordinary 
treatment of women is affectionate and her 
condition superior to that of women in the 
East generally. Social distinctions are very 
numerous and are in law represented numer- 
ically, from 100,000 for the second King, to 5 
for the lowest slave. One-third of the com-) 
mon people, it is largely estimated, are slaves 
by birth, by debt (gambling or other), by re- 
demption from the penalty of crime, by cap- 
ture, etc. Men sell their children, their wives 
orthemselves. Convicts in scores clank their 
chains about the streets; villages of thousands 
are made of neighboring people seized in war. 
Yet, Siamese life, social and domestic, bond 
and free, high and low, is, in the main, com- 
fortable, and moreover, gladdened by many 
sports, amusements and holidays. The badges 
of mourning are white robes and an entire 
shaving of the head. 

The dwellings are of one story, partly to 
prevent the indignity of walking over the 
head. They consist of huts built on piles, of 
bam-boo, roofed and sided with atap leaf; 
boats, serving also as peddling stalls or vehi- 
cles; floating houses of paneled teak, rising 
and falling with the tide on bam-boo rafts ; 
and palaces of white stuccoed brick, adorned 
with gildIng, carving, painting, foreign furni- 
ture, pictures, gold, silver, china and glass. 

Nowhere does buddhism hold so pure and 
absolute a sway as in Siam While the King 
is ex-officio defender of the faith of Buddha, 
and yearly expends large sums in the erecticn, 
repair and visitation of temples. his is not the 
vulgar religion of the masses. He is the 
source and head of a party who hold genuine 
only the simple ethics of Gaudama, The 
moral code of the religion is comprised in 
five negative precepts; 1, not to kill, (which 
extends to animals, plants and seeds); 2, not 
to steal ; 3, to commit no impurity; 4, not to 
tell falsehoods. 5, to drink no intoxicating 
liquors. Little attention, however, is paid 
to any of these, except by the priests, it being 
the business of the laity to sin, and of the 
talapoins (priests) not only to be holy them- 
selves, but by their holiness to expiate the 
sins of the people. 

The temples are among the most beautiful 
in the East. They loom, amid vast, choicely 
situated, paved parks, with walls gleaming 
through the leaves, serrate roofs, and spacious 
domes, and lofty prachadi spires, all painted 
and gilded and glazed, vocal with air-rung 
bells, and perfectly resplendent in the sun- 
light. One is estimated to have cost, with all 
its paraphernalia, over $800,000. It contains 
goo images of Buddha, the principal of which 
the great reclining god, was found by actual 
measurement and estimate to be 158 feet long, 
and 45 feet high, from the top of the head with 
feet each 164 feet long and 5 broad. The whole 


save the feet, beautifully and curiously inlaid 
with pearl, is heavily overlaid with gold. 

The Siamese language is exceedingiy sim- 
ple in its construction ; it forms a connecting 
link vetween the Chinese and Malay, and is 
easily acquired by foreigners. The alphabet 
consists of 36 consonants and twelve vowels : 
and the written characters resemble the Pali 
and Sanscrit. The literature is meagre, unin- 
teresting, and in point of imagination and 
force of expression, much below the Arabic 
Persian, or Hindostanee. The style is simple 
and literal. Education is carried to a very 
limited extent; few can do more than read 
and write awkwardly and perhaps cast ac- 
counts 

The principal boast of the Siamese is in the 
high perfection of their elephants, which here 
attain a size and beauty elsewhere unknown 
and are held in high esteem throughout India. 
They are freely used both for riding and for 
beasts of barden, except at Bangkok, where 
their use is expressly limited to persons of 
high rank. The most celebrated is the white 
elephant, a dark-cream albino, prized and 
honored as very rare, as belonging to the re- 
galia, as the tabernacle of some soul far ad- 
vanced towards NIppaN, and as the form as- 
sociated with the appearing of Buddha. He 
is fed upon grass and sugar-canes and plan- 
tains, served in rich dishes, is covered with 
ornaments, inhabits a building attached to 
the palace, enjoys the rank of nobility, and is 
attended by a staff of officers, guards, valets, 
etc.

A Dangerous Counterfeit. 


Not long since, Mr, F. E Nash sent us 
sOme stamps to examine, Among them were 
Bolivar, toc., red, (small); Bergedorf, ¢ sk., 
old issue, and Cuba, y4. At first glance these 
stamps were pronounced false. Their genuine- 
ness was attested so strongly that, lest we had 
made a mistake, the stamps were submitted to 
Fred. A.Philbrick,Q.C.,England, acknowledg- 
ed on all sides to be a most competent auth- 
ority. He returned them as bad. The follow- 
ing are the main points concerning the stamps 
which we give in the hope that our readers 
will be enabled to judge for themselves be- 
tween the true and the false. 

BoLiIvaR: 10c., vose, issue of 1866. The 
genuine stamp is very course and heavy in its 
appearance in every detail, particularly in the 
Stars about the Coat-of-Arms in the centre, 
The inscriptions are formed with rather stunt- 
ed block-letters The value is expressed ‘‘1o 
c*” no dot after the ‘‘c.”’ The false stamp is 
very clearly printed, and there is a total ab- 
sence of heaviness, particularly in the shield 
and stars in the centre. both being very faint. 
In making the value, the counterfeiters over- 
reached themselves--they have placed a dot 
after the ‘‘c,”’ thus—r1oc,—and there does not 
seem the faintest trace of the “s.”” The 
counterfeit is the better looking stamp of the 
two,

In our March number we gave a description 
of a postage stamp in use in this native State 
of India, which had been kindly sent us by 
the Governor of the Panjab. Our information 
was copied in all stamp papers of ncte, some- 
times with credit, sometimes without. But 
we were unprepared for the assertion in Alfred 
Smith's Circular,” that this stamp is a ‘‘myth” 
and that even the existence of Kapurthala is 
denied. Mr, Overy Taylor is, we believe, the 
editor of the “Circular,” who never permits 
an Opportunity to escape without throwing 
mud atus.

THE REVENUE STAMPS OF GREAT BRITAIN, 
INTRODUCTION, 

Perhaps as much mystery surrounds the 
fiscal stamps of the above country, as envelo- 
pes those of Italy and Spain, Indeed we might 
except Italy, as we actually know more about 
its laws and series of stamps, than we do of 
the United Kingdom. But, unless some one 
undertakes to lift the veil, it will forever re- 
main down. We do not, by any means, grope 
in the darkness, for we have before us the ex- 
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ample of illustrious writers, who have striven 
in this field. Of course, brief articles descrip- 
tive of certainseries for England, have appear- 
ed in various magazines, at different times ; 
but the first work of magnitude in connection 
with the study of Her Majesty’s Revenue 
Stamps, was put forth in the April, 1876 num- 
ber of Le Zimdbre Fiscal, by the celebrated 
writer, Dr. Magnus, This article ran through 
the April, May, June, July and August num- 
bers of the said monthly, and at its close was 
followed by an apperdix, and shorter articles 
contributed ever since, by other writers. In 
this connection, we have had the pleasure of 
furnishing the article which has appeared in 
the two numbers of Le Zimbre Fiscal thus far 
published this year, and it will probably run 
through two orthree more. Atits conclusion, 
Dr. Magnus promises important information 
from a noted English collector and from others, 
so there is no sign of an abatement in the 
interest pertaining to these Stamps. Nor is 
this all. In the August, 1876, number of 
L’Ami des Timbres, was commenced an ex- 
haustive article upon the same subject by that 
collector, whose name appears so often before 
the philatelic public—his nom de plume being 
Diogene.

Whe Postage Stamp Departinent, 


United States.—On page 29 we called 
attention to a 2c. wrapper embossed in red 
from the first 2c, die (die A) used by the Plym- 
pton Company. Since then we have received 
an entire wrapper from this die, which was 
found in a package of the current wrappers. 
We have not yet ascertained why the Company 
should revert to this old die, 

The new Ic. postal card has appeared. It 
differs from the late card in the quality only of 
the paper, which is thicker and more finished. 
The contract is now held by the American 
Photo-type Company of this city. 

A new watermark has lately been adopted 
for the official envelopes of the Post Office 
Department, It consists of a level band 80x 
14 mms, inscribed ‘ Postal Service,” behind 
which the monogram of the letters U.S. 

The late Congress passed a law doing away- 
with the use of official stamps on correspon d 
ence from the Departments, and providing for 
official envelopes Several of these, for the 
use of the Post Office, have reached us, and 
in all probability their number will be as great 
as the series just made obsolete, The dis 
tinctive feature of these envelopes is the im- 
pressed seal on the right upper corner. This 
is a transverse Oval, 32x27, enclosing an oval 
pattern 20x16, composed of concentric and in- 
terlacing curves forming a neat diaper-pattern 
A solid band runs through the middle from 
side to side, inscribed ‘* Postal Service” in 
sunken letters. Following the curve above and 
below is ‘* United ’——‘‘ States.””. Embossed in 
blue. The envelopes bear the ney watermark, 
described above. The address and inscrip- 
tions are printed in d/we ink, the envelope it- 
self being of dlue paper. <A very blue affair 
altogether. Woe to the one who uses these 
envelopes for private letters, as the inscription 
in the lower left-hand corner offers'a blue look- 
out for him, “A penalty of $300 is fixed by law. 
for using this envelope for other than official 
business.

Caboul.—Le JZimbre Poste has a very in- 
teresting article on new Caboul stamps. It has 
received stamps of the grey-lilac type printed 
in gv¢en and mauve and of the same type, but 
of smaller dimensions, printed in mauve, 
black, green and élue, It explains these differ- 
ent colors as follows: 

The mauve stamps are employed in the 
province of Kandokar; the black in that of 
Jellarabad ; the green in that of Khulloom, and 
the grey-lilac in that of Peshawar. ‘‘If each 
province,” says our Belgian confrere, ‘thas a 
particular series of stamps, it would be impor- 
tant to know the different provinces forming 
the State of Caboul. The French geographi- 
cal dictionaries which we have consulted throw 
no light on this subject,” 

It is unfortunate that M. Moens did not get 
a geography that does throw some light on the 
matter, as he would not have made the several 
mistakes which are found in his description. 
Though not prepared at present to treat this 
matteras it deserves, still we will be pardoned 
for making one or two observations. M. Mo- 
ens first mistakes by considering Caboul a 
Country, when in reality itis but one of the 
three chiefships into which Afghanistan is di- 
vided. Then again he mentions the State of 
Caboul, formed in part of the four provinces 
mentioned, We differ from him in the spell- 
ing ot these names, but this is not serious, 
Kandokar is better known as Candahar which 
is nota province of Caéoul, but a chiefship, 
{with a capital of the same name], the other of 
the three being //erat. Candahar is situated 
200 miles S, W. of Caboul. /ellaladad, [not 
Jellarabad| is a city of Caboul chiefship, 78 
miles E. N. E, of Caboul. AZooloom is a town 
40 miles E, of Balkh, and entirely beyond the 
limits of the Caboul chiefship which extends 
no further north than the Hindoo Koosh 
mountains. The province of Peshawaris part 
of the Panjab in India, and therefore does not 
belong to Afghanistan at all. The city of Pe- 
shawar is on the Afghanistan frontier, 12 miles 
E, of Khyber Pass, and within the chiefship 
of Caboul, 

Nothing but official documents can settle 
this matter, and we trust our esteemed con- 
temporary will make no delay in procuring 
them.

Press, Sungroor, and it an- 
nounced that tor this reason it should hence- 
forth call the sot-disant stamp of Panjab, by 
the name of the State found on them, that is to 
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the Indians cannot be accused of a want of in- 
vention, in the light of 2000 or 3000 years of a 
glorious history—would certainly not have 
pitched upon the R of Rampur unless this let- 
ter were an indication, all through Hindostan, 
applicable to this state or city only. 

It must be borne in mind that what we have 
thus far said is but an idealistic argument, com- 
posed of suppositions, not facts. And from 
this standing point we may be wrong. But 
bringing this argument to its legitimate conclu- 
sion, we are of the opinion that the ‘‘R” on 
these stamps is some significant symbol, per- 
haps the initial of the name of the Rajah. 

Coming now to facts, we have before us an 
official document dated 8th of January, 1877, 
from Lahore, the seat of Government of the 
Panjab, which speaks of these stamps as in use 
in the Jhind State, and also mentions “Court 
Fees” stamps for the ‘‘Civil Court,” and the 
“Military,” ‘‘Financial,” *‘Judicial,” and “‘For- 
eign Departments” of the same State, proving 
beyond a doubt that the Jhind State possesses 
all the prerogatives of the Home Government 
of India, as far as the stamps are concerned. 

Whilst the official letter may not settle the 
matter in dispute it is the best evidence that 
has thus far been offered, and will need more 
than speculation to upset it. We publish it, 
not as dic/um, or in any captious spirit to refute 
the argument of the high authorities we have 
mentioned above, but as our modicum of 
knowledge on the subject, in the hope that in- 
vestigation will go on until the matter is set- 
tled beyond cavil. 

We have treated this subject at length, be- 
cause there seems to be no more promising or 
interesting field for Philatelic research than is 
offered by the stamps of the Native States of 
India. And in this connection a few words 
concerning the much-disputed Kapurthalla 
stamps will not be out of place. 

This JOURNAL was first to note the existence 
of this stamp which, it will be remembered, 
was so vigorously assaulted by Mr. Overy 
Taylor, and without rhyme or reason, sustained 
by our Boston friend! The assault was the 
more plausible inasmuch as it was backed bya 
letter from some English ‘‘official’’ who went so 
far as to deny the existence even of Kapur- 


thalla itself! Such a lamentable exhibition of 
carelessness, or negligence, or ignorance, 
could not but meet with the well-merited re- 
buke it received at the hands of Stanley, Gib- 
bons & Co. The lesson has been taken kind- 
ly, as Mr. Taylor virtually acknowledges his 
error. His motive may have been a good one, 
but it forcibly illustrates the danger of rush- 
ing to a decision without considering the mat- 
ter in all its bearings, a course of procedure, 
however, in harmony with all of Mr. Taylor’s 
utterances. Or take another case that of the 
Bhopal stamps, which, for nearly six years 
were unknown to collectors, and were hooted 
at when they did appear, 

In conclusion, let it be hoped that greater at- 
tention be given to the Indian stamps, and we 


are sure the diligence of the ardent amateur 
will be well rewarded. For where there are 
so many States and Kingdoms, each preserving 
its independent existence, and each governed 
by independent princes or rajahs, it is natural 
to suppose that they have been, or are utilizing 
the advantages of the stamp system. 


Proceedings of the National 
Philatelical Seciety. 


The September meeting was held on Wed- 
nesday, 12th inst, at8 P. M., at the United 
States Hotel, After the reading and, approval 
of the minutes of the June meeting, the Presi- 
dent read his Annual address, in which he ad- 
vanced the claim that Philately is entitled to 
rank as a science, and gave an account of 
the previous unsuccessful attempt to forma 
society. He then. called attention to the fact 
that many collectors are specialists; some col- 
lecting postal cards only, some revenue stamps 
and some the stamps of their own country. He 
showed that this would result in a gain to Phi- 
lately, Hecontrasted collecting as it was and as 
it is,noted a few points in relation to the foreign 
Societies, spoke of the prosperous condition 
of this Society, and expressed the desire that it 
would soon take a leading part in Philatelic 
matters. 

The Committee on Jist of revenue stamps, re- 
ported that the list was almost complete, and 
thus far numbered 13,123 varieties, and that the 
report would probab!'y be presented at the Oc- 
tober meeting, 

Messrs, Betts and Casey were appointed a 
“Publishing Committee” to make all arrange- 
ments and contracts necessary to a proper 
presentation of the Society’s publications, 

Mr. John K. Tiffany, of St. Louis, was elect- 
ed an Active Member. Mr. F. E. Nash of Cov- 
ington, Ky.,and Mr. E. S. Gibbons of London, 
England, were elected Corresponding Mem- 
bers. 

Several amendments to the Constitution, 
proposed at the June meeting, were adopted, 
among which was the reduction of the annual 
subscription to two dollars. : 

The report on ‘‘Nomenclature” was then 
taken up. (The object of this paper is to fur- 
nish exhaustive plans for the proper and ac- 
curate descriptions of all stamps, stamped 
envelopes, wrappers and post cards.) There 
was considerable discussion, principally with 
regard to the terms TYPE, SUB-TYPE, and VARI- 
ETY. Owing to the lateness of the hour, further 
consideration of the report was postponed, 

The order for the October meeting will be 

1. The consideration of a reference list of 
U. S. postal adhesives, including proofs, es- 
says, and errors. 

2. List of all known revenue stamps. 

3. Discussion on the proposed bulletin of 
the society.

If our patient readers will now turn to the 
February number of this paper, they will see 
that all the proofs we have just finished de- 
scribing, form the contents of the centre and 
largest frame on the left of the enclosure, 
leaving us yet one frame on each side of the 
large one, and three opposite to describe.

Before commencing the 
description of the different types, we think it 
necessary to make some general remarks and

A little piece of lead, which 
bears part Of the impression, is found in each 
one (save a few exceptions which we will 
speak of later.) On the reverse is found a lit- 
tle square of paper bearing as a monogram 
the initials of the king or queen during whose 
reign the stamp was put in service.

A letter from M, Lron! notices an error in 
the catalogue which gives to the stamps of the 
State shield with arms of Italy fora watermark 
in place of a royal crown. ‘The same corres- 
pondent states that he has never found per /or- 
ated, the 5 centesimi of Italy—-1862-63—on the 
numerous letters on which he found not per- 
forated on one side of the 10c perforated. In 
a note addressed to the Society, Dr. LeGrand 
made known that he possesses five examples, 
canceled, of the different shades, and admitted 
that the question merits some new researches. 

A letter from Mr. CAsry, President of the 
National Philatelical Society of New York, de- 
scribes the actual condition of the Society, the 
works which it has undertaken; and asks more 
intimate relations. He desires for both So- 
cieties the reciprocal rights of reproducing the 
articles of their respective publications. He 
reverts to the question of the sale of false 
stamps, and asks the Society to use its influ- 
ence to accomplish some good in this direc- 
tion. 

In a note, added to this letter, Dr, LeGrand 
thinks thatthe French Saciety has done what 
depended upon. it, to establish friendly rela- 
tions. But he believes that the right of repro- 
duction, possible where it concerns the Reports 
of the meetings and the Catalogue, is limited 
in what concerns the memoirs by the right of 
ownership in their authors, to whom the Ameri- 
can Society, he thinks, ought to address itself, 
the French Society having only the right of 
possession, terminating in their appearance in 
the Bulletin. As to the question of false 
stamps, he refers it to the response which he 
had made previously to M. T, pk L. MAYER 
After some observations of M. DE FxRRARI 
who thought the Society ought to step in by 
building upon the prejudices which these coun- 
terfeits caused, and a response from M. de Bos- 
redon who believed that the best means would 
be for the purchaser to begin suits against the 
counterfeiter, this discussion was laid over to 
a subsequent meeting. As to the reciprocal 
rights of reproducing some of the published 
works, without admitting an exclusive privil- 
ege for the benefit of the American Society, M. 
de Bosreden thought that it should be estab- 
lished as arule. Te question was reserved. 

M. de Bosreden announced the receipt from 
Mr. Tiffany, of a great number of copies of 
American Journals. The Society voted its 
thanks. 

M, Schmidt de Wilde informed the Society 
that the Postmaster General of Buchi. -st, af- 
firms that the 5 bani, yellow, 3 bani, mauve and 
15 bani, ved, of the emission of 1869-70, have 
never been perforated. _He—Mr. S. de W.— 
possesses the last, canceled and perforated. 

M. de Bosredon read a letter trom Mr. Tif-

this JOURNAL from his Revenue “Corner.” We 
believe Mr. Brown has the largest collection of 
Revenue stamps in this country and his work 
will catalogue not less than 14,000 varieties ! 

We may mention another work, a Reference 
List of U. S, postal adhesives, which will be 
the completest and most accurate catalogue of 
U.S. stamps ever published. It will contain 
descriptions of every variety of stamps, essay, 
proof or error, and to American collectors who 
should make a study of the stamps of their 
own country, such a list will be invaluable. To 
this will be added a comprehensive study of 
U.S. envelopes and newspaper wrappers, to 
deal with varieties hitherto unknown.

£, FOREIGN BILL STAMPS,—Introduced by no- 
tification of March r8th, :874. This series is 
the same as Class E of our article (with one 
exception) with the same surcharge ‘* Mysore” 
in black.

A. REVENUE STAMPS,—Introduced by notifi- 
cation of March, 18th, 1874, This class com- 
prises but one value, and it is the same stamp 
as Class A of our first article on India, sur- 
charged ‘* Mysore” in black. It will be seen 
that this is the same stamp which in our notes 
on Berars, is surcharged ‘‘ Berars,”’ so we have 
three varieties—the first, unsurcharged, for gen- 
‘eral India, the other two surcharged as just 
mentioned, Whether we shall see the same 
stamp surcharged “ Bhawulpore,” ‘ Limree,” 
&c., remains to be decided, We note that Mr. 
Moens in his new catalogue corrects his pre- 
vious mistake of making these three varieties 
perforated 14, and puts them 15 as they really 
are. It is used for receipts, bills or drafts. 

The first description of this Mysore stamp 
was sent by ourselves to Mr. Moens, and ap- 
peared in the July, 1875 number of Le Zimébre 
Fiscal: 

B. ADHESIVE COURT FEE STAMPS.—Introduced 
by notification of Feb. 21st, 1874, and taking 
effect from March rsth, 1874. The first men- 
tion of Court Fee stamps for Mysore is found 
in the March, 1875 number of Le 7, #.. The

In the Dec., 1874 number of the same maga- 
zine, an illustration and description of a re- 
ceipt stamp for Mysore are given. In design 
it is the same as these transfer stamps, except- 
ing that ‘‘ Receipt Bill or Draft” replaces 
‘Transfer Stamp.” I anna, green. This is 
probably the predecessor to the stamp of Class 
A. 


THE REVENUE STAMPS OF GREAT BRITAIN, 


(Continued,) 

Arms:—Under this name, we shall speak of 
the arms of Great Britain, which are: a shield 
surrounded by a garter, with supports (lion 
and unicorn) and surmounted by the royal 
crown, ‘There exist different types of the 
Arms. We shall mention the difference only 
when this shall be absolutely necessary to dis- 
tinguish two types of the same value, differing 
only by the Arms. 

Garter ;—By this we comprise the emblem 
(round or oval) of the order of the Garter, 
bearing the inscription : ‘‘ Hons soit gui mal y 
pense.”

The Plympton Envelopes. 


There must be some mysterious influences 
at work with the Plympton Envelope Company 
and we respectfully urge upon the Post Office 
Department at Washington the necessity of 
looking into the fact of this Company using 
its old dies, at this date, and what warrant 
there is for so doing. 


First came the first 2c. die embossed on the 
wrappers, in ved, a die as ugly as ugly can be 
when ugly is the ugliest. Then came the first 
Ic, die, on the buff circular-envelopes, and in 
the washy-blue color, the envelope having the 
pointed flap. And now comes the first roc. 
die—worse than the 2c, if possible, printed on 
white and amber envelopes of No, 3 size, with 
pointed flaps, evidently a re-use of this die, as 
the first and second ioc. envelopes had the 
rounded flaps, 


We feel very much interested in this matter, 
and intend to probe it to the bottom. There 
are enough varieties of the Plympton envel- 
opes—different dies, various colored papers, 
numerous sizes, etc..—without throwing at us 
the old dies on new shaped envelopes. 


The use of the specially water-marked pa- 
per of the Centennial envelopes for the differ- 
ent sizes of the 3c. envelopes was very ques- 
tionable, and without the sanction of the De- 
partment. In resorting to the old dies, it looks 
very much as if some collector has insinuated 
himself into the graces of some of the em- 
ployees—a counterpart to what happened in 
this city under the Reay regime—for the pur- 
pose of having these envelopes speciallystruck 
a few of which being permitted to go out to 
the different post-offices,

about these things, why is it they are so seldom 
met with?

The Collector of to day, sitting down with 
his albums, catalogues, price-lists, and maga- 
zines, writes out his list of wants, and select-; 
ing a dealer from the directory, purchases in 
person, or by letter, such additions to his col- 
lection as his ability or inclination dictates, 
with little thought of the excitements, sur- 
prises, difficulties and disappointments ot! 
those early days when putlications and deal- 
ers were unknown; when the best collections 
contained fewer specimens than are to-day 
mentioned in every respectable price-list; when 
old files were ransacked for antiquities; the 
daily mail searehed for novelties, and every 
scrap of paper that promised to be a stamp, 
carefully examined in the hope of an addition, 
or at least an exchangeable duplicate. 

Schoolfellows in Paris from all parts of the 
globe, we began to save the stamps from our 
letters, and exchange duplicates with each 
other, often writing home for unused speci- 
mens. Such a thing as a catalogue was un- 
known, until borrowing, one by one, each col- 
lection in the school, and secretly noting all 
the varieties in each with a view of knowing to 
whom to propose exchanges for specimens we 
wanted, at length we boasted with pride that 
we could name a different stamp for every day 
in the year, and possessed a manuscript list 
of three hundred and sixty-five varieties Un- 
paralleled, unequalled, what a delicious jum- 
ble it was! No idea of the dates of issue, no 
clue to the proper sequence of the stamps or 


As we had a red and a black English 
penny, we expected to find, and did find, a 
black 4o centimes of the French Empire to 
match the ordinary red. A dark brown 3 
cents United States was esteemed a rarity ; 
the English two-penny was seen in both blue 


|and green ; and the United States 10 cents in 


green and blue. Perhaps the Chemistry Class 
was responsible for these, but it was long be-

With imitations we had at first little trouble: 
there were either none, or they were un- 
suspected, But we soon had some curious in- 
ventions, Which came first we cannot now 
remember.

Many and long were the arguments over 
each new discovery. Not unfrequently the in- 
tegrity of the sponsor was maintained by wage 
of battle.

A sheet of yellow paper hung in a tobaccon- 
ist’s window, stuck over with stamps, each 
with a figure in ink below it, the whole-headed 
“Timbre a Vendre” revealed to us the first 
dealer and the existence of other collectors. 
On the stands where we bought the little 
blank-books we then used as albums, we found 
a curious thing, somewhat resembling a pho- 
tograph album, but the places for pictures 
were about an inch long and very narrow ; 
perhaps a dozen ona page. This was an al- 
bum for duplicates, the specimens being easily 
inserted or removed from the slits. 

It was rumored that a stamp exchange ex- 
isted at the Bourse. At length a printed cata- 
logue was brought in. So precious was it, 
and such the advantage it gave its possessorthat 
no rival could learn whence it came, for the 
publisher’s name was carefully erased. Anoth- 
er produced a French Magazine containing a 
series of illustrated articles on stamps, and 
gradually we received from England several 
stamp magazines, and another from Belgium. 
For fourteen years the latter has reached us 
monthly, always with the same welcome. Soon 
no dealer was respectable who did not pub- 
lish something, and then we had publications 
to a surfeit, Looking over the stamp-library 
to-day, we may find almost every style of pub 
lications—monthly, semi-monthly, weekly and 
quarterly magazines and journals; guides, 
manuals, illustrations ; catalogues, priced and 
unpriced, issued monthly or occasionly, illus- 
trated and without illustrations; Price-lists 
galore; Detectors of forgeries ; 
every style; Directories ; Almanacs; yea, 
even a patent medicine book illustrated with 
stamp cuts. Even grave magazines and 
the daily press are infected with the mania. 

Our library reminds us that we have had 
our Stamp Collector’s Circulating Library, 
where publications, new and old, could be bor- 
rowed for a penny aday, Our Stamp Collect- 
ors Review Club, each member of which sub-

the leading feature of this literature is its com- 
mercial character; not merely published for 
the subscriptions paid therefore, but more gen- 
erally for the purpose of making a market for 
the wares sold by their publishers. While this 
commercial ardor has never tarnished such 
publications as those of Moens, Moschkau, 
and a few other prominent dealers, the majori- 
ty show marked traces of this poison. Ac- 
cordingly we find announced in many of the 
earlier papers and catalogues not only stamps 
supposed to have appeared. but all sorts of ‘*Es- 
says” and ‘‘ Proofs,” real and imaginary, 
whole series of which were prepared for the 
kind consideration of —— governments 
which either never existed, or never intended 
to issue stamps, and often never heard of the 
existence of those colored bits of paper. All 
this was immaterial to the dealer, publisher, 
or engraver that thrived on the proceeds. 
Some even boldly announced counterfeits un- 
der the name of fac-similes, and did not Hesi- 
tate to argue that they were as good as origin- 
als; while not a few ‘‘ reputable’”’ dealers did 
not hesitate to chronicle and recommend, as 
regularly as the new issues, such abominations 
as Mr. Whymper’s so-called series of ‘‘ Proofs 
on India Paper.” 

Another marked feature is the personality 
and even scurrility with which the jealousy of 
dealers has filled their publications. Some 
few dealers always eschewed all the abomina- 
tions such as reprints, counterfeits, and in- 
ventions. Hence we had all sorts of articles 
on the detection of forgeries, and diatribes on 
those who fostered them, until collectors have 
become the most suspicious of beings, and it 
became the fashion to pretend at least to be 
honest. The utility of exposing frauds and 
fraudulent dealers cannot be doubted. Un- 
fortunately the well-intentioned are not always 
the most competent, and the errors of careless 
or ignorant writers, and the intentional decep- 
tion of dishonest ones, opened the way to real

and all manner of charges of dishonest deal- 
ing, crimination and recrimination, filled the 
papers, until there remains hardly a name of 
prominence in the list of dealers, past or pres- 
ent, that some one has not attempted to black-

The same causes have also had a marked in- 
fluence on the character of these publications 
themselves. Tired of reading the endless dia- 
tribes of numerous papers, collectors are be- 
ginning to confine their reading to one or two 
journals, What are called serious articles, 
describing minutely series of stamps, their 
ses, variations, the laws that gave them cur- 
rency, not unfrequently long geographical, sta-

A Supplement to the Imperial Postage Stamp 
Album, with comprehensive Gatalogue, in- 
cluding all the postal issues from October, 
1875, to August, 1877, and profusely illus- 
trated.

The volume before us is a pleasure, even to 
look at. Whatever may be the merits of the 
Imperial Stamp Album, about which we know 
nothing, certain it is the ‘*supplement”’ is 
worthy the fullest praise, and we cordially give 
‘it Our recommendation, It is convenient in 
shape, printed on fine, stout paper, each page 
neatly ornamented, with ruled spaces for 
stamps etc.,on one side only, the opposing 
side being devoted to representations of the 
arms of the country, of the newly-issued 
stamps, verbal descriptions, and explanatory 
notes. The letter press, the illustrations, and 
the ornamentations are all first-class, and show

MEETING OF 8th NOVEMBER, 1877. 
(OFFICIAL. ] 


The meeting was called to order at8.15 P.M. M, de 
Rothschild in the Chair. After the adoption of the 
minutes of the preceeding meeting, M. Donati report- 
ed the results attained by the Committee appointed at 
the preceeding meeting, to the effect that M. pz Rorus- 
cuiip had reconsidered his reeignation. After some 
expressions of thanks, the President submitted the cor- 
respondence which comprised nothing of special note. 

M. Grout Enrique, Havana, and M. Dumont Frr- 
NAND, Liege {were admitted as Corresponding Members. 

Dr. LEGRAND entertained the Society with the stamps 
of Alwur, and showed, after M. Maury, that the design 
represents a Kandjar. a species of Indian daggar. He 
also proved that the rendering of the value of the 
stamps showed that they are of 4% and 1 anna. He 
then showed by an extract from a journal of 1870, the 
precautions that had been taken at that period to assure 
the postal franchise to soldiers in the field and to their 
families. 

M. CaRRETON called attention to the inscription on 
the frame of the stamps of Panjab or Rampour. It 
was determined that they have been lithographed at 
Longroor, in the State of Jhind, and it seemed conclu- 


sive that they have been emitted by this State. This 
determination was not satisfactory to some of the mem- 
bers. One of them proposed to seek some information 
in India. 

M. Carreton exhibited the mandats emitted by 
rarteghere to facilitate the packing of small amounts

A Committee was named to study certain proposi- 
tions on the creation of an award by the Society on

Forged Centennial Envelopes. 
From the Philatelic Quarterly. 


A correspondent sends us two forged Cen- 
tennial United States Envelopes, which he 
says ‘‘emanate from a Liverpool firm.” The 
Dresden Union says that they are ‘‘from the 
well-known torgery manufactory of Stanley, 
Moore & Co., of Liverpool.” We are sorry 
to say that they are most excellent forgeries, 
and those who collect cu¢ envelopes will be 
most likely to be deceived by them. 

Genuine,— Embossed on white laid paper; 
watermark P. 0. D. U. s., in monogram. _ Bri- 
dle very distinct. The U. of U.S. touches 
the inner line of boundary with its top stroke 
on the left side. 

Forged.—Embossed on white wove paper; 
no watermark. The bridle is not visible. The 
top stroke of the U. touches the outer line of 
the boundary as well as the inner one. The 
lower points of the ribbon containing PosTAGE 
touch the inner boundary line on both sides. 

The genuine do not touch. The up stroke 
of the Tin the same word is carried too far, 
and shows above the top stroke, giving ita 
singular appearance, The steam from the 
engine appears to be in eight almost distinct 
puffs, which cannot be counted in the original. 

We are sorry we cannot give a better de- 
scription of the forgeries; but we would re- 
commend all intending purchasers of the Cen- 
tennials to look for the watermark before they 
buy. If entire envelopes were always collect- 
ed, these forgeries would not be dangerous. 

Note by the Stamp JouRNAL: As forgery 
is a punishable offense, we call upon the 
United States Consul at Liverpool to examine 
into this matter, to the end of procuring the 
indictment of Stanley, Moore & Co., or who- 
ever may be found selling or making those 
counter eits. It is not long since we had the 
pleasure of burying these gentry, but it seems 
we did not pack the earth around them closely 
enough, If some of our Liverpool friends 
will aid the U. S. Consnl in this matter, Stan 
ley, Moore & Co. will regret their (or rather 
his) acquaintanceship with S. Allan Taylor 
and Kottskofski and realize the fact that dis- 
honesty receives its deserts, no matter in what 
shape it skips about, what hypocrisy it as- 
sumes, or what time it appears to prosper.

We now give some notes concerning a class of 
surcharged Indian revenues, hitherto unknown 
to collectors. The class is‘'p” or ‘* SPECIAL 
ADHESIVE STAMPS,” of Our previous articles on 
India, 

Before going into the description of the “Pes 
of surcharge, it will be necessary to state ow 
they are used. The advice reads: ‘‘Introduced 
December, 1875. Stamps for Bills of Exchange, 
Hoondies and Promissory notes—adhesive la- 
bels printed over from a steel die engraved at 
the Calcutta Mint.” 

In the first place imagine a sheet of paper 
about 42 cms. in length by 12 cms. in width, 
(about 16% inches by 4) with perforated edges 
and a water-mark occupying the entire sheet.

These halves are used indiscriminately. Upon 
these sheets are affixed the requisite values ot 
the Special Adhesive Stamps, and the stamps 
and the contiguous paper surcharged by means 
of the steel dies mentioned above, with the old 
and new values. 

It is almost impossible to give a clear idea of 
the various types of these surcharged values--a 
new type or rather arrangement of the letters 
of the type, is found on each value or combir- 
ation of values. The same ind of letters and 
figures is used on each stamp, however, and the 
color of the surcharge is aiways dlackh—2 Annas, 
dark lilac. At left °‘ Two Annas Two,” the first 
word above the stamp, the second upon it, the 
third below, the whole (surcharged vertically 
not horizontally,)and reading from ¢op to bottom.
